You state that the 
nu building is to be located on the west side of Highland Avenue 
dircetly oppcsite Mary Lyon Hall which is the main dormitory. Highland 
Avenue, which 4s a narrow strest, runs botween the new dormitory am 
Hazy Lyon Hall, nnd you state that due to its narrowness this strost 
has als:ays prosented a scriougs. parking preblen. You inquire whother 
or not any of the 672,000 eppropriatod by Chapter 293 of the Laws of 
1957 ray bo used for tne purpeze ef aspistins the tow of Plymouth in 
widonine Highland Avenue and providing more adequate parking space on 
one or both sides. We answer 4n tho nagative. 


Chapter 293 of the Laws of 1957 contains the capital 
budget appropriations for tho presont biennium, and the appropriation 
for the now dormitory appears in Section 3 which provides as follows: 


"29313 Department of Education. The sum of six hundred 
oiphty-eight thousand two hundred dollars is hereby 
appropriated for the department of education as follows: 


Men's dormitory = Plymouth toachers

teachers college | 16,200 
$688,200"

Wo bolieve 4t to bo manifest that the $672,000 was ap- 
propriated by the Legislature solely for the purpose of construction of 
a dormitory. Had there boen any legislative intent to employ any part 
of the funie for parking facilities, or for assisting the town of Plymouth 
in widening the stroot upon which the now dormitory 4s to be located, a 
simple footnote to that effect could easily have been added.
